"The American Plan Of Taxation' 


by Stoughton Cooley, entitled "The American Plan of 
Taxation." 
A resume of the principles enunciated by 


Mr. Cooley will be of general interest: 


Taxation, the greatest problem of the day. Two 


principles struggling for supremacy. 
The Old World 


rule of privilege, and the New World idea of justice. 
Shall we ciing to the ancient system of taxation accord- 
ing to ability to pay; or shall we extend and perfect the 
American plan of taxation in proportion to benefits re- 
ceived? 
A correct decision will have far-reaching influ- 


ence upon the social, industrial, and political develop- 
ment of the country. 


The United States inherited from the Old World, 


along with other institutions, its system of taxation. The 
essence of that system is. (a) all things bought and sold 
are property, and. (b) all citizens should be taxed accord- 
ing to the amount of property they own. 


But a more careful examination into the nature of 


property revet!« the fact of radical differences. 
Tt has 


been discovered that some forms of property are made 
more valuable by government service, while other forms 
are not affected by th.-jr service.
